T THE present time much 
is heard about disarma 
ment. To the world in 


general the word means the act of 
disarming, as by reducing the 


military or naval force of nations.

What a change would 
have come over the world! Indeed, 
to disarm men of the evil mode 
of thinking would bring about the 
peaceful attitude of nations to- 
wards one another which people 
so much desire. 

As nations are aggregations of 
people, each individual in the na- 
tions must disarm his own thought 
of fear and hatred. This true 
disarmament is not material, but 
spiritual. If we really desire to 
have no need for arms, we must 
begin with ourselves and control 
our own thoughts. 

Those who have learned through 
the teachings of Christian Sciences 
that man is the reflection of di- 
vine Love, God, the creator of all 
that is real, must live consistently 
with this teaching. They must re 
fuse to think or express thoughts 
which include hatred.

As in the time of Je- 
sus envy, hatred, and mal‘ce were 
aroused by his demonstrations of 
the truth, so at this period, Mary 
Baker Eddy writes (Miscellaneous 
Writings, p. 124), “Error is only 
fermenting, and its heat hissing 
at the ‘still, small voice’ of Truth; 
but it can neither silence nor dis- 
arm God's voice.”

Combinations 
OME people just can’t leave 
beans alone. That’s natural, 
because they are very good 
alone, but they are also delicious 
in combination with other vege- 
tables. Here, for instance, is a 
way to combire 
Kidney Beans with Fresh To- 
matoes: Put alternate’layers of 
the contents of a 1014-ounce can 
of kidney beans and of sliced to- 
matoes (you will need four ripe 
ones) in a buttered baking dish, 
seasoning each layer of tomatoes 
with salt and pepper. Cover top 
with buttered crumbs, and lay 
three long slices of bacon, cut in 
halves, on top. Bake in a medium 
oven until the tomatoes are done, 
the crumbs brown and the bacon 
crisp. Serves six. 


Lima Bean Liaisons 


Lima Beans and Cabbage en 
Casserole: Boil two cups shred- 
ded cabbage for about twelve 
minutes, or until tender, in salted 
water, and then drain. Also drain 
the contents of an 8-ounce can of 
lima beans. Put alternate layers 
of the vegetables in a buttered 
baking dish, and pour over one 
cup of highly seasoned white 
sauce, Cover with buttered 
crumbs, and bake in a moderate 
oven for from fifteen to twenty 
minutes. Serves six. 

Lima Beans and Celery with 
Mock Hollandaise Sauce: Heat 
the contents ofa No. 2 can of 
lima beans in their own liquor, 
and then drain. Boil one-fourth 
cup of diced celery until tender, 
and drain. Combine the two vege- 
tables, and keep them hot. Melt 
two tablespoons butter, and add 
two tablespoons lemon juice. Beat 
one egg yolk, add the hot bean 
liquor, and then add the butter 
and lemon juice, and cook gently 
until the sauce is creamy, being 
careful not to boil. Pour over the 
hot vegetables, and serve at once. 
Serves eight.*
